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Rash Of Burglaries Hits Elba Area 


A series of burglaries have hit the 
Elba area in the past two weeks and the 
crimes have both the Elba City Police 
and the Coffee County Sheriff's Dept. 
putting in many long hours of investi- 
gation. 

The wave of burgiaries started back 
on Saturday, Nov, 21, when someone 
broke into the gymnasium and band- 
room at Zion Chapel High. Entry to the 
gym was gained by knocking a lock off a 
door; however, nothing was found 
missing. At the bandroom, a rock was 
thrown through a window, enabling the 
burglar to reach in and unlatch a 
window. A’ lock on an office door was 
then torn off, where an AM-FM stereo 
cassette unit valued at $300 was taken, 
along with two money bags containing 
$30 in cash. The sheriff's department is 
investigating the burglary, but no 
arrests have been made in the case. 


burglar(s) broke into desks in the front 
office and searched through all the 
cabinets in the lab, where the drugs 
were stored, Other drugs in the room 
were left untouched, and no other 
rooms were broken into. The drug 
stolen could be fatal if mixed with 
another drug, and a warning was issued 
by the doctor. The case is being 
investigated by the Elba Police Depart- 
ment. 


Also under investigation by the Elba 
Police is a burglary that took place on 
Wednesday night, Nov. 25, at the Little 
Super convenience store on Smith 
Avenue. Between $350 and $400 was 
taken from a cash register.

Historically, regulations which gov- 
ern federal aid to education have been 
extensive, very detailed, and, in many 
cases, very restrictive, Osburn said. ‘‘It

for the decision making process to be 
conducted at the state level, and pri- 
marily at the local level,’’ Osburn said. 
“Our efforts while in Chicago were 
directed toward providing input to the 
Department of Education officials and 
attorneys in developing non-binding 
regulations,’’ he added. 

‘Il was very impressed by the fact 
that this was a working meeting,”’ 
Osburn said. No time was wasted 
because the large group was broken 
down; the time was well utilized, he 
said. 

“Il was gratified with the state 
department of education’s decision to 
include a representative from a smaller 
school system, such as Elba, as well as 
one from a larger system, to provide a 
diversity of viewpoints,’’ Osburn said. 

The product of this meeting should 
become effective July 1, 1982, when the 
new fiscal year begins for the Depart- 
ment of Education. 


Legislature Passes Coffee 


County Sales Tax Bill 


The Alabama Legislature took until 
the final day of the special session of the 
law making body to ‘approve a bill 
allowing a vote of the people on a one 
cent sales tax in Coffee County. 

The revenue from the tax will be 
used to build or renovate jails and 
courthouses in Coffee County, with the 
county commissioners having the au- 
thority to earmark a portion of the 
revenue for the three school systems in 
the county. — 

The bill as passed Monday allows 
construction of a jail and a new 
courthouse in Enterprise, and also for 
the renovation of the Elba courthouse 
and the Elba jail. It also allows for 
building one centrally located jail or 
judicial building. (Indications are that 
this would be in neither Elba nor 
Enterprise.) A third option is to use the 
funds to build one new courthouse and 
jail wherever designated by the voters. 


Local Chamber 


Elects Officers 


Officers for the newly formed Elba 
Chamber of Commerce were elected 
last Wednesday at a meeting of the 
board of directors. Named to’ serve as 
president was Attorney Merri!! Shirley. 
Serving with Shirley will be Bobby 
King, first vice president and program 
chairman; second vice president and 
membership chairman--Jimmy Wise; 
secretary, Mark Vaughan; treasurer, 
Clayton Hickman; ex officio vice presi- 
dent, Tom Maddox (in the future the 
outgoing president will fill this 
position). Jimmy Hornsby was named 
chairman of the board of directors. 


The County Commission will have 
the option of scheduling another vote on 
this matter within 12 months if it fails 
the first time around. 

The first vote on this local bill will 
probably be during the statewide consti- 
tutional amendment election of March 
9 

The Coffee County Commission 
unanimously approved a resolution last 
week asking the legislative delegation 
to introduce legislation allowing Coffee 
County to construct one centrally lo- 
cated jail and/or judicial building. The 
earliest this could be done would be 
during the January 1982 regular session 
of the Alabama Legislature. If this were 
done and hastily passed both houses of 
the Legislature, it also could be voted on 
during the March election. Since it 
would apparently be a constitutional 
amendment, this bill would require a 
statewide vote. 


Of Commerce 


To establish staggered terms of office 
for the board of directors, the members 
who were elected two weeks ago each 
drew numbers from a hat to determine 
the length of the first terms. Here- 
after each term will be for three years. 

The newly elected officers met 
Monday morning to work out a re- 
commendation on dues and other 
details of the operation. Shirley told the 
board members last Wednesday that he 
would report back with recommenda- 
tions before the middle of December 


with a target of being in full opera- + 


tion by January 1.

AG Okays Expense 
Account For Probate Judge 


Alabama Attorney General Charles 
Graddick ruled last Friday it is legal for 
Probate Judge James Sawyer to draw 
the $450 expense allowance drawn by 
the county commissioners, The request 
for the ruling followed a front-page 
editorial in this newspaper pointing out 
the bill placing Sawyer on a salary was 
exactly the same ‘as one in Blount 
County that Graddick had ruled was all 
the judge was entitled to receive. 

However, the attorney general 
pointed out, in the Coffee County case, 
a 1977 law passed a year later than the 
salary bill allowed the expense money, 
and that the judge was therefore 
entitled to receive such money. 

When asked in a press conference 
Tuesday if he had drawn the expense 
money from the time he went on salary 
and until the bill was passed, Sawyer 
stated he had gotten the money every 
month; therefore, there is a short period 
of time from the time he first started 
drawing a Salary and until the expense 
bill was passed that he drew some 
money not authorized. But it is a far cry 
from the amount it could have been if 
the Coffee County situation had been 
the same as that in Blount County.

College Aid Available

Thinking about going to 
college after high school? If 
you are, you know that a 
college education costs mon- 
ey, and a lot of it! Most 
colleges have financial aid 
officers who will help find the 
funds for people considering 
college, but who don’t have 
the money. 

If you are planning to go 
to college and want financial 
aid, be sure to get your 
request in early and always 
meet deadlines. Many stu- 
dents who have been eligible 
for aid have missed their 
chance because applications 
were not in on time. 

At most schools you fill 
out just one application for 
financial aid. College financi- 
al aid officers will then 
arrange a plan for you which 
includes each of the basic 
kinds of aid offered. 

Here are some ways to 
get money for college: 

Grants: These are gifts 
and do not have to be re- 
paid. Grants are given pri- 
marily according to need, but 
there are some minimum 
academic requirements that 
have to be met in order to get 
such aid. 

Scholarships: These are 
also gifts that do not have to 
be repaid. Check with your 
high school counselor to get a 
list of scholarships you might 
apply for. 

Loans: These must be 
repaid. There are some long- 
term, low-interest loans that 
you don’t have to start 
repaying until six months 
after you are no longer a 
half-time student. Many 
loans that are available to 
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students today offer interest 
rates lower than the current 
going rate. 

Work: If you plan to ask 
for financial help, plan to 
work to earn part of your own 
way, because you will prob- 
ably be required to do so. 
Jobs are available both on 
and off college campuses, 
and the campus placement 
service can usually tell you 
about job openings.

An NBC television re- 
porter on the ‘Wednesday 
Today"’ program reported 
that a woman was trampled 
to death in a food line in 
Poland. He indicated that as 
the temperature gets colder 
in that country and food 
becomes even more scarce, 
riots and other problems may 
occur. The reporter went on 
to say that he had talked with 
some of the Polish officials 
about Russia invading Po- 
land in the months ahead, 
and the Polish leader did not 
indicate any concern about 
that. He said their problem 
was that they needed more 
food.

We are an abundant 
producer of food. In fact, 
peanut producers are being 
cut back in the amount of 
peanuts they can get a 
support price for. At the 
same time, we hear that 
approximately half of the 


people in the world are 
poorly fed. 
Why can’t we produce 


more and sell to these coun- 
tries at a prot 

alleviate two problems--\ 
farm income in this country 
and take care of food short- 
ages elsewhere. 


FRESH TREES 

Two of our major Christ- 
mas tree producers in the 
county, Ralph Sharpless and 
Jack Wise of Elba, are all set 
to supply a lot of high- 
quality trees beginning this 
week. Sharpless will have 
only a limited number of 
Virginia pine Christmas trees 
for sale this time since his 
plantation is younger than 
Wise’s. 

Jack and Larry Wise will 
have several hundred trees 
for sale to the public. I 
understand that individuals 
can go to their farm now on 
the Elba-Samson Highway 
and select trees. Last year | 
bought a tree from Jack Wise 
a day or two before the 
middle of December. We put 
the tree up and kept it 
watered. That beauutul tree 
was just about as fresh when 
we threw it outside the first 
day of January as it was 
when we put it up. 

If you want the finest in 
natural Christmas trees, you 
can't beat the trees being 
grown by Ralph Sharpless 
and Jack and Larry Wise. 
Other growers are coming 
into the business. Perhaps 
next year a number of grow- 
ers will have trees for sale.

The Elba High basketbal! team finally swings into action 
this week and I’m anxious to see how Coach Mickey Cannon 
and his troops look. The Tigers lost 3 starters off last year’s 
squad that posted a winning season, but have two good 
players back in Ted Horstead and Bobby Gulley, and a 
combination of youth and desire from the new players that 
could lead to another fine season. This year’s team will be 
short, as always, but has some good leapers and more than its 
share of quickness, which could balance things out. Coach 
Cannon, in his first year at the Elba he!m, is a firm believer in 
fundamentals and has worked his team for almost 4 weeks 
trying to make them a solid, well disciplined squad that will 
be able to compete in this very competitive area. 

I may be wrong, but I think it’s going to be a good season 
at Elba High and I urge everyone to come out and watch the 
Tigers play. If you don't like it, then don’t come back, but at 
least give ‘em a chance and come to one of the games. You 
might just become a fan! 


I went down to Mobile last week for the holiday and got a 
chance to see some top notch high school talent in the 
‘Tournament of Champions,"’ an 8 team event featuring four 


local teams along with teams from Florida, Georgia, 
Mississippi and Louisiana. All of the out-of-town teams were 
highly rated and all boasted all-American players and fine 
records, The Florida entry was Cape Coral High, featuring 6-8 
Curtis Kitchen, who averaged 20 points and 16 rebounds a 
game last season, while the Georgia entry was Bain- 
bridge, led by 6-3 all-American LaRae Davis and 6-9 Raleigh 
Choice. Davis, considered one of the top guards in the South, 
scored over 40 points in four games last season and hit 28 in 
the first half in a semifinal win during the tourney. Gulfport 
High, from Mississippi, went 35-5 last season and their head 
coach had a career record of 647 wins and 117 losses! The 
Louisiana representative was Carroll High, of Monroe, led by 
7-0 Benoit Benjamin, a unanimous selection on every 
all-American list. Carroll, who weighs 240 pounds, isn't an 
intimidating player, but has a good 15-foot shot and gets a 
bunch of rebounds! Despite all the outside talent, Blount 
High of Mobile placed first, followed in order by LeFlore. 
Carroll, Cape Coral, Bainbridge, Gulfport, Davidson and 
Williamsan. All the teams played 3 games in the tourney and 
it was something to see. 


The local basketball scene is off to an interesting start and 
it looks like Kinston may very well be one of the top teams in 
this area, in any class! Coach Pete Kelley's Bulldogs are 
tough, quick and deadly shots and on any given night can beat 
anybody they play. Kinston has a big game this week against 
Brantley, led by 6-9 Chuck Person, and the winner will 
emerge as the early season pick in Region 2. The only team 
with a shot at knocking off these two teams looks like Dozier, 
who stunned New Brockton last week on the road. Dozier has 
more athletes than any 1A team in the state and Alvin 
Daniels, a 6-4 guard, may be the sleeper in the state as a 
college pick. Daniels is a super athlete and can play either 
football or basketball at any college in the nation. Don't be 
surprised if he leads his team to state. 

In 2A New Brockton is winless after three games, but has 
dropped all three games in the closing minutes and two of the 
losses came to 4A schools. Don't count Brockton out just yet, 
or they could make you eat your words! Other schools in 2A to 
watch will be Headland, Geneva, and Hartford. 


Up in 3A, my early pick would have to be Andalusia. The 
Bulldogs looked good in a tip-off tourney and have both 
height and speed, a deadly combination! Brundidge is new in 
the area and could chailenge for the crown, while other teams 
to watch are Opp, Troy, Bullock County and Eufaula. 

Among the big boys in 4A, Dothan seems to be an even 
money bet to make a strong run at a trip to state. The Tigers 
have everybody back from last season's team and have shown 
in early season action the power to win big. Selma will be 
tough, as usual, while other teams worth keeping an eye on 
include Ozark.

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Sportman’s 
Corner

Sunday | went down to check out the newest hot 
spet for fishermen in the Elba area - “the funtime 
fishin’ hole,’’ located on Highway 189 South at the 
Sand and Gravel pits 

The new establishment is a man-made pond that 
measures 150’ by 70°. It varies in depth from 5 to 6" - 
and the beauty of it is that there are no stumps to get 
hung up on! The pond contains an average of 7500 

- catfish which range from one to three pounds, and are 
replaed when 1000 to 1500 are caught out. 

There is also a pond where the small fish are raised, 
up to fishing size. These are kept in 4 x 4 x 4 baskets 
that are attached to a floating pier. There is an average 
of 500 catfish, from five to eight inches long in these 
baskets, and they are fed until they reach 3/4 to 1 Ib 
The grower now contains 20,500 fingerling catfish. 

The owners told me they had a good turnout for the 
opening last Saturday, and a lot of fish were caught. It 
costs $1.00 per pound to fish, with no time limit. For 
20 cents per pound, they will clean your catch - or if you 
don’t have time to fish, you may purchase live fish - or 
dressed fish for $1.90 per pound. So, if you're craving 
some fast fishing and good eating, try the new 
“funtime fishin’ hole’’ on the Kinston Highway, two 
miles south of Elba 


From all the talk I've heard so far | would rate the 
figur@s - deer -32, hunters -11. “Y'all gonna have to 
take better aim.”" With the upcoming holidays there 


will be a lot of traffic on the road and a lot of hunters in 
the woods. So be very careful not to make it the last 
holiday for someone's son or daughter. 


If you're considering going to Westpoint Lake in the 
near future, better go prepared. You'll need some mud 
waders, a shallow water boat and maybe a couple of 
push poles to get argund with. 

I was up at Westpoint the weekend of Thanksgiving, 
and the lake looked real bad. According to the Corps of 
Engineers officer | spoke with, the lake is between 25 
and 30 feet below normal. Our tape measure showed 
27" feet from the water line to the water surface on the 
public pier 

If the water stays down long enough next spring for 
growth to form on the now exposed parts of the lake, 
the fishing should once again be excellent. The locals 
Say it is pretty good now - if you can launch your boat. 
On our tour around the lake, we found only about three 
public ramps that weren't out of the water. The only 
other places are the old road beds that are usually 
under water 

But there is some good news -- Alabama Power 
Company is in the process of beginning a new 
fishermen's heaven. They are building another dam 
near Wedowee, Alabama, which should back water up 
to form a lake near the size of Westpoint. The projected 
finish date is three to four years ahead, and will! 
probably be the new “‘hot spot’’ in the Southeast. The 
dam will be located on the Little Tallapoosa River near 
Wedowee, Alabama, on Highway 431. 

Thanksgiving Day, Bill Walden and I took a couple 
of youngsters fishing at Gantt Lake. The bassin’ was 
slow, but we lucked up on a school of striped bass, 
commonly called Stripers. The Stripe is a hybrid bass 
with broken line stripes on the side and a small mouth 
They get big and fight like a bull. The ones we caught 
were from 1'2 to 242 pounds. When we hit the school 
we boated 20 fish in 30 minutes -- now that's hot 
fishing. Look for stripe fishing to grow in the near 
future. (Fish -3; fishermen - 20).

I visited George C. Wal- 
lace Community College a 
while back where Miss Kath- 
ryn Koob, a former Iranian 
hostage, spoke to a large and 
placid crowd. The event 
Started with a song by the 
Wallace Singers Singing 
“America the Beautiful." 
Miss Koob gave her admira- 
tion on the peanut and said 
she didn't know anything 
about them until she went to 
Zambia. She also said that 
George C. Wallace College is 
just as good as you are when 
you come here. Miss Koob 
was connected with the 
United Communication A- 


gency (foreign service) and 
got the job by taking an 
exam. The exam is given the 
first Saturday in December 
every year. She worked in 
such places as Romania, 
Bolia, West Africa and Te- 
hran. While in Tehran she 
became functionally fiterate 
and could carry on a basic 
conversation with the Irani- 
ans. One of her co-hos- 
tages, Barry Rosen, was very 
fluent. Michael Tinkle, ano- 
ther one of her co-hos- 
tages. studied in Iran and 
worked for the Peace Corp. 
Miss Koob stated that what 
you read or heard about the 
way they were treated is 
factual. They were held in 
isolation some 300 days and 
some were beaten. (The lat- 
ter one doesn't apply to Miss 
Koob or Ann Swift.) 

Miss Koob’s and Ann 
Swift's day ended at 11:30 or 
2 o'clock a.m. and they 
would sleep to 9 and 10 
o'clock the next morning. 

The female guards were 
very bright universal stu- 
dents studying pre-law, pre- 
med, nursing, math and 
chemical engineering. En- 
glish was taught to the stu- 
dent. (Keep in mind that the 
lady hostages were treated 
exceptionally well.) They 
were allowed to take baths, 
brush their teeth, shampoo 
their hair, with most of the 
necessities coming off the 
compound. For breakfast 
they had flat bread, English 
muffins, hot tea, butter and 
jam, cheese (white) orange 
and grapefruit juice. After 
breakfast they would medi- 
tate (prayer time), think 
about things. At Christmas 
the students gave them ‘a 
Bible. Exercise was every 
day. Lunch would be at 1:30 
and 2:00 which included 
chicken, hot dogs, meatballs 
and potato salad. After the 
rescue attempt failed the 
chef left and the students 
took over the cooking duties. 
This didn’t go over too well,

and resulted in Koob and 
Swift cooking. They cooked 
for a few of the hostages 
including Richard Queen, 
who left due to illness. After 
lunch they read, did laun- 
dry, cleaned the room and 
exercised. The other hos- 
tages were crazy about pop- 
corn and insisted they send 
more. After dinner came 
needle work, crossword puz- 
zles. evening devotion and 
ping pong. 

She described her daily 
fear and it didn't cease until 
they reached Greece. The 
fear that the students had 
their G3s was their constant 
fear. Miss Koob'said that the 
lady guards did the best they 
could. Asked when she be- 
came aware. of the rescue 
attempt, Miss Koob replied 
that she saw a newspaper 
clipping that revealed the 
information, and the vast 
number of people around the 
Embassy. 

During Miss Koob’s and 
Mrs. Swift's ordeal religion 
played a very important part 
in their lives, because how 
could anyone survive without 
faith in some deity. 

*They deserve to be re- 
membered. They came from 
high schools and colleges, 
big cities and little towns. 
Some of them were drafted 
and others volunteered. The 
war they fought was contro- 
versial at best, greatly de- 
spised at worst, but those 
who fought, those sons and 
daughters, neighbors, 
friends and relatives, didn’t 
judge, they served. Recog- 
nition of the over 2,700,000 
who served has been a long 
time in coming. The Viet- 
nam veterans memorial will 
finally recognize their service 
and those who died. Their 
memorial will stand on two 
acres of national park land in 
Constitution Gardens near 
the Lincoln Memorial. It will 
make no political statement. 
The names of each of the 
57,692 Americans who died 


will be inscribed on the me- 
morial. Money is needed to 
fund this project. The me- 
morial will be built solely 
with funds from your tax- 
deductible contributions. 
Twenty dollars will inscribe 
the name of one Vietnam vet 
who died in the war. All 
donations will help make the 
memorial a reality.
